PREFERS VERDI'S OPERAS 


‘Tells Negro Musicians He Hopes 
All Will Meet In Next World— 


-Extolled by Associates. 

Elbert H. Gary, who entered his 
eighty-first year yesterday in vigorous 
health; made it plain for the first time 
since rumors of his approaching retire- 
ment began to circulate that he had no 
intention at this time of relinquishing 
executive direction of the United States 
Steel Corporation, whose Chairman he 
has been during the quarter of a cen- 
tury of its existence. He celebrated his 
birthday: by putting in a full and stren- 
ueus day. At 5 o'clock, ‘quitting 
time,” he left his offices at 71 Broad- 
way umwearied by the excitement of 
the occasion and declaring himself to 
be as fit as he ever had been in his 
life. 

Judge Gary disposed of. the retire- 
ment rumor as the first task.in an in- 
terview with nearly half a hundred 
newspaper men and wonien, who came 
to ask his views on subjects that 
ranged from Mussolini to religion and 
music. 

‘So far as that is concerned,’’ we 
said, answering a question regarding 
his reported early retirement, ‘‘the 
question has not been suggested by 
any of my own people, to the best of 
my knowledge, at any time. I would 
not blame them, after the full publica- 
tion in regard to my age, if they should 
like’ to displace me with a younger 


and a.better man, but they have never 
‘said anything on the subject.’’ 


Extolled by His Associates. 


Here Judge Gary “produced a copy of 
a resolution adopted by the directors 
of the Steel Corporation in which they 
expressed ‘“‘the earnest hope that he 
may continue among us for many 
years to come.’”’ This resolution, one 
of many tributes that the occasion had 
brought forth, gave the veteran stecl 
executive 'visible pleasure. ‘‘His great 


ability, his loyalty to the best interests 
of the corporation,”’ it read, ‘this re- 
spect for the opinions of others, his 
kindness and tact, have won for him 
the respect, admiration and affection 
of his associates and subordinates; his 
patriotism, broadmindedness, integ- 
rity and desire for fair dealing have 
created for him an outstanding posi-/ 
tion in the hearts and minds of every 
right-thinking, self-respecting, loyal 
American, as well as his countless 
friends and admirers throughout the 
world.’’ 

Another resolution, which he re- 
garded as significant at this time when 
there was so much talk of ruthless 
competition by European steel pro- 
ducers, expressed the good wishes and 
friendly esteem of a group of the most 
powerful German steel interests. Still 
another expression he was ‘proud to 
exhibit came from the American Iron 
and Steel Institute. 

Messages of congratulations and trib- 
‘utes poured in upon Judge Gary. Pres- 
ident Coolidge sent a personal letter, in 
which he voiced his admiration and re- 
gard. Others who sent messages in- 
cluded John D. Rockefeller Jr., John D.

Fisk Singers Entertain Him. 


A pleasing feature of the occasion, 
which Judge Gary felt was one of the 
high lights of the day; was the appear- 


ance of a group of jubilee singers from 
Fisk University, who serenaded him 
with negro spirituals. They sang 
“Walking in Jerusalem Just Like 
John,” “Swing Low, Sweet Chariot,’’ 
“‘Gideon,’’ *“‘Old Black Joe’’ and other 
selections. 

Several interviewers wished to have 
ee Gary tell something of his liv- 

abits, and he patiently sketched 
his yesterday’s routine, from arising 
at 6 A. M. He caused some amaze- 
ment by disclosing that his breakfast 
included half a Spring chicken, broiled ; 
chicken gravy, boiled rice and other 
incidentals, but without coffee. His 
luncheon he limited to toast and tea, 
. while“*he had hopes of something more 
substantial for dinner. He revealed 
that he shaved himself and that he 
read three newspapers in bed, but he 
. declined to name them. 

Regarding prohibition, Judge Gary. 
believed that the efficiency of Amer- 
ican workers was decidedly greater 
since prohibition. He felt that there 
were many defects in prohibition, but 
he regarded it as a wholly desirable re- 
form. 

He again discussed the subject of. 
Henry Ford’s plan of a five-day week 
of work. He remained unconvinced, 
he said, that it was needed in Amer- 
ican industry. On the subject of labor 
unio~s and the proposal of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor to unionize 
the automobile industry he spoke in 
general terms, expressing the « pinion 
that many evidences of bad direction 
had developed in the union labor move- 
ment. He said he believed the people 
of England were entirely dissatisfied 
with the practices of labor organiza- 
tions there, and warrantably so. _ 


Praise for Mussolini. 


In discussing Mussolini he related 
smarts of an interview he had with 
Tussolini and with the Italian King. 


dis opinion of Mussolini, he said, was 
“favorable.’’ 

*“Very soon after he occupied the} 
position: which he now holds, after his 
adherents had- marched down into 
Rome; a prominent Italian in this 
country asked me what i thougut of 
him and his movement,’ Judge Gary 
continued.. “I said, ‘Do you think his 
reign will be permanent?

solini later Mussolinj said to me, ‘I 
don’t know whet you think of. our 
new Government.’

Likes Verdi’s Operas. 


Judge Gary talked at length of his 
fondness for music, particularly opera. 
He preferred, he said, the operas of 
Verdi. Next to opera he said he be- 
lieved he enjoyed most the kind: of 
music the Fisk University Singers ren- 
dered. After expressing his interest 
in the negro race, he said he suspeqed 
that each of the five negroes who had’ 
serenaded him was a better Christian 
than he. -He told them, as they were 
leaving, that he hoped all present 
would meet them ih an eternal life. 

Asked as to the opportunities offered 
to young men today and the best, ad- 
vice he could offer them, he the 
first essential to advancement was 
“honesty, absolute ‘ honesty.’’ With 
energy and fair intelligence, he said, 
any young man could become success- 
ful in this country. 

Praising the press for its standards, 
he said he could not recall in many 
years that a newspaper man had ever 
Betrayed his confidence or disappointed 
him. He said he regarded the news- 
papers as among the most useful and 
the most responsible of all institutions.

ments beyond their reasonable ability 
to pay under conditions less favorable 
than those that have — re- 
cently.’’ 

The report was ‘drawn up and pre- 
sented to e executive committee | 
after a careful study of the instalment 
buying situation ‘by. -the Economic | 
Policy Commission and was the first 
expression of opinion the bankers have 
made, except informally, on this new 
development in business. 

Most of the bankers realize the dan- 


payment buying, especially when this) 
method of payment.is. used for articles: 
of merchandise which may’ be termed 
luxuries. 

Visitors to the convention .were en- 
tertained today with an all-day out- 
ing at Catalina Islands and tonight 
most of the half dozen special trains 
which will return the delegates to 
their homes were under: way.

Says System Stimulates Production. 


The report of the committee: of the 
bankers who. made a study of instal- 
ment buying was in part as follows: 

“The practice of selling merchandise 
to be delivered at once and paid for 
in instalments is neither new nor in 
itself objectionable. From _ pianos, 
sewing machines, &c., instalment buy- 
ing has in recent years spread.ra rapey 
to’ automobiles, . phonographs, ios, 
washing-machines, refrigerators and to 
many articles. of luxury, until it has 
reached a point where it has become 
an important factor in stimulating 
production and affecting the whole 
economic life of the country. 


‘‘The rapid extension during the past 


few years of this system of merchan- 
dising has lately attracted public at- 
tention and has become the subject 
of some apprehension to bankers and 
other students of economics. The rap- 
id growth of the amount of this char- 
acter of business is probably best 
shown by reliable statistics, which in- 
dicate that the amount of sales of in- 
stalment goods in this country during 
the past year was. well in excess of 
$6,000,000,000. ‘ 


Instalment Business Increases. 


“While the mass of information col- 
lected by the commission leaves no. 
doubt that there has been a large in- 
crease in the volume of business 


handled on the instalment plan, there 
appears no evidence proving that the 
economic structure of the country has 
been undermined by undue inflation of 
credit. 

“During this same period, savings 
deposits and annual premiums on life 
insurance policies have also shown a 
substantial increase. This increase 
might have been even greater if the 
large volume of instalment selling had 
been kept within more moderate 
bounds. 

“The commission is of the opinion 
that the selling on the instalment plan 
of various kinds of merchandise of in- 
herent and durable value has a proper 
place in the economic and business 
structure of the country. It believes, 
however, that a word of caution is in 
order at this time lest this practice be 
carried too far and that, our people 
mortg@&e their future income to such 
an extent that serious embarrassment 
would result in the event of a business 
depression.

some degree, and expanding and multi- 
plying the uses for cotton, which -would 
result in increased consumption.” 

The interest manifested by the Gov- 
ernment in conserving the interests of 
the cotton growers and its view as to 
the advantages afforded by credits 
were explained by Secretary Jardine in 
a letter addressed to Edward ,A. 
O’Neal, President .of the Alabama 
Farm Bureau Federation. 

“The basic economic conditions of 
the country are sound and cotton pro- 
ducers must soon realize that the in- 
trinsic value of this crop has not 
changed in these past few weeks,’’ 
Secretary Jardine wrote. ‘‘The people 
of the world need all the cotton that 
we can produce. We are in a posi- 
tion to supply their needs in an or- 
derly manner. 

“Cotton is not a perishable com- 
modity. We have the necessary facili- 
ties for storing the crop for months or, 
if need be, for years, and ample credit 
to carry it. Cotton in storage is prob- 
ably the’ soundest basis for credit that 
we know. - 

‘It is my earnest hope that the pres- 
ent stampede may be checxed while 
the major part of the crop remains in 
the hands of the farmers. The bank- 
ers and many other business agencies 
of the South are loyally cooverating to 
restore confidence, and I assure you 
that the Department of Agriculture is 
actively supporting this movement. 


Other Agencies Ready to Aid. 


“Other. agencies of the Federal Gov- 
ernment are also available. Credit 
facilities through the ordinary bank- 
ing channels appear to be adequate, 
but-we have in addition if needed the 
services and resources of the inter- 
mediate credit: banks. It was for just 
such em — goed as the. present one 
that these banks were established. 
Those in charge of them have assuréd | 
me that they are ready to do every-. 
thing in their power. At present they 
are loaning:money freely to the cot-

CHARLOTTE, N. C., Oct. 8 (®).— 
Economic disaster will prevail in the 
South unless conditions are altered ma- 
terially before the end of the cotton 
harvest, in the opinion of C. Singleton 
Green, Secretary of the Southern Yarn 
Spinners’ Association. He believes 
that the movement to withhold .cotton 
from the market is ‘‘neither feasible 
nor possible.”

Charge Made at Night. 


. Judge Mack. gave his ‘order for an 
evening session for the making of his 
charge, when Emory R: Buckner, 
Ugited States Attorney prosecuting

Judge Mack’s setting of the evening 
hour caught the court room by sur- 
prise, as he had said in the morning 
that he believed this morning, at the 
earliest, would be the time. 

Judge Mack began his charge at 7:1 
o’clock, with the court room welleilled. 

. Daugherty nursed an inflamed 
eye with a folded handkerchief, which 
he lifted from time to time for use as 
an eye shade while he looked up at 
some emphasis which Judge Mack 
seemed to make,in the course of his 
remarks. Colonel Miller sat across the 
table, apparently one of the coolest in 
the court room. 


Judge Mack: said it was the legal} 


right of Mr. Daugherty and Colonel 
Miller to hold that the weight of the 
Government’s evidence did not require 
their presence on the witness stand to 
refute it. , He adjured the jury to 
“draw no ‘inference or presumption” 
nor to. ‘“‘take this against them.”’

Agreement in Conspiracy. 


Judge Mack further held that 
reasonable proof. must have been pro- 
duced to show an advance “‘agreement 
to. conspire’’ had existed, among the 
defendants, either among themselves, 
or with others, or independently of one 
amother. Such ‘‘agreement’’ need not 
necessarily have been written, accord- 
ing to Judgé Mack, who said, hypothet- 
ically, . the “agreement” might have 
been infotfmal and merely an “‘undery 
standing - between two minds, with 
never a spoken word.’’ It was in that 
regard that, he said, circumstances 
counted. 

Judge Mack held that an “oral trans- 
fer’’ of property such as that upon 
which much of the case hinged ‘“‘was 
an absolute transfer if made before 
April 6, 1917, and it is immaterial 
whether the stockholders of the claim- 
ant corporation.,were even 100 per cent. 
German.”* But he inserted a proviso 
that if the principals in the case un- 
derstood otherwise in 1921 it was their 
duty to act true to stich .understand- 
ing that. they held. 

Various special charges were added 
by the Judge at request of the re- 
spective counsel, and Colonel William 
Rand for Colonel Miller noted numer- 
ous exceptions on such requests as 
Judge Mack refused.

Buckner’s Address to Jury. 


In his final -address to the jury, 
United States Attorney Buckner re- 
viewed -his evidence in toto in an at-

Mr. Buckner noticeably seemed to 
concentrate his attack upon Mr. 
Daugherty, saying that ‘‘we have the 
goods on Miller,’’ but that the Govern- 
ment‘s case against the formef Attor- 
ney General was ‘‘more difficult’’ be- 
cayse of its circumstantial character.

 @ay of the Chamber Music in the Li- 
brary of ‘Congress was made notable 
aby. the first appearance in this country 
of the Pro Arte String Quartet of 
Brussels, which provided. the whole 
program of the morning concert, and 
the performance of the work which 
won the Elizabeth Sprague Cool.dge 
prize for 1926. This is a sonata for 
violin and piano by Albert: Huybrecht, 
‘@, young Belgian composer. He has 
the faculty for winning prizes which 
geems to be the possession of certain 
musical natures, for. he also won this 
year: the Ojai prize, another of Mrs. 
Coolidge’s musical benefactions; which 
is awarded on the Pacific Coast. The 
faculty of winning zes does not 
seem always to carry a composer, or 
at least the prize-winning works, to- 
ward a musical immortality. 

History is fyll of instances in sup- 
port of this statement and it is not 


necessary to quote Hans Von Buelow's; 


witticism in untranslatable and un- 
grammatical German, which is. also 
not well adapted f6r telegraphic trans- 
mission. Mr. Huybrecht’s composition 
is a work of a young man more ob- 
sessed with the necessity of being 
“‘modern”’ at any cost than of presént- 


ing significant and :- beautiful musical }- 


ideas in a convincing and beautiful 
form,. the thematic material of his 


~. three movements is pretty thin and he 


has spread it pretty thin. His develop- 
ment makes little of it, and his predai- 
Jdection tor tart dissonance, for open 
fifths, for elaborately decorative violin 
and piano passages that add little to 
the sum of what he is saying, do not 
tend to give it any-greater value. 

He has heard the siren song of De- 
bussey and he likes the five-note’scale 
also, as is shown especially in his slow 
movement. THe sonata was played * 
A. Onnou, first violinist of the 
Arte Quartet, and E. Robert Schmits. 
always ready to champion the new. 
and they did all that could be done 
for it. They were much applauded. 


Program of Highest Rank. 


Mr. Onnou and his colleagues of the 
quartet party are admirable artists and 
they have made an organization that 
is apparently greater than the sum of 
all its parts. It showed itself in the 


quartets by Joseph Jongén, and Cesar 
Franck that made.up the rest of the 
program, one of the very highest rank. 

In fact, it is long since any better 
quartet playing has been heard in this 
country. They are all young men‘and 
have all the fire and energy of the 
“‘young lions’ -of the. conservatoire’’ 
that roused Berlioz’s admiration. But 
this seal is tempered and controlled 
' by the finest artistic insight: Their 
ensemble is of the most finished sort. 
of the most perfect balance and una- 
nimity, their gradations of dynamics 


exquisitely adjusted, their intonation }’ 


rarely attault and the quality of their 
tone rich dad warm and full. 
In Mr. Onnou they have a leader 


wwhose artistic personality is of an in-. 


cisive and dominating sort, who yet 
does not arrogate to himself &ny more 
than his due rights. Their performance 
of César*Franck’s quartet was an. un- 
alloyed joy.- It had not only the rich 
and sensuous quality but also the ac- 
‘companying mystical elevation in cer- 
tain portions that bélong to it. . It was 


in fact.a performance that not only; 


‘completely met the letter in the shrill 


and precision of its ensemble but that. 


comprehended also’the inner. spirit, the 
~ true meaning of Franck. The’ first 
movement often seems long; but 
played with such eloquence, such rapt 
enthusiasm as. these young men 
brought to it, it held the attention un- 
broken and the contrast of mood in 
the other vements was unfailingly 
presented. 


, “outhful” in Its Spirit. 

It was @ performance that was 
“youthful” only in its unquenchabie 
fire and spirit. In other ways, in the 
brooding introspection, the bursts of 
exaltation, the serenity and calm that 


by turns dominate the music and its 
flooding’ beauty, always it was an 
unimpeachable maturity; a memorable 
ore. 

All the compositions in the program 
were of Belgian origin, for Franck, 
‘notwithstanding: the place he made for 
himself as the’ head ef the’ modern 
French school, was a Belgian by birth, 
and the Belgians do not like to tet 
him go. 

The program was begun with a quar- 
tet by Joseph Jongen, a musician of 
light and leading in his own country 
and head of the. Brussels conservatory 
though little known here. It is notiof 
the extreme brand of ‘“‘modernism’”’ 
though it looks toward the future: The 
first movement is somewhat long and 
rather pedestrian;.the other three are 


of considerably greater interest, and 


increases in interest to the end. There 
dis a quaint originality in the tricky 
Scherzo with a strong flavor of the 
fine note scale, and a contemplative 
spirit in the slow movement with a 
fugato kept to more ‘sustained issues 
‘than modern composers usually keep 

such episodes and a. final with a fas- 
cinately aynoenat ted» theme Foye “the 
game flavor the pertatonic. scale 
and rising -to fiery climaxes. The 
work is well made and well put upon 
the instruments ‘and ‘‘sounds’’ ‘espe- 
cially in so conyinced and devoted a 
performance as these young men 
gave it. 

It is one worth making the acquain- 
tance of.
